States Ci ca t Coart agaiutt tbe Chi- 
cago Jockey Club and ita judges for 8 0 109 dam- 
ages, aud P. M. Civ il, <o whom tbe j ickey was 
und r o lutrsct, has br »U)(ht a similar suit in 
the same couit. In p issing, it may be remarked 
th by b'iogiog this suit. Mr. Civil! has appar- 
•n ly birred bimieif from the privilege of bere- 
aft«-r raciug his burses over Arne dean Tntf Con- 
greaa tracks, tbroagh the operai ion of rale 27, 
as adopted at the annual maedag last month, 
it rea ting: 

lie 27— Any owaer, trainir, j >ckey or horse, 
that shall in any way participate in racing 
mnder injunetion proosedings. or any owner, 



traioer or jockey that shall attempt to nullify 
by legal procest the rnliags of officials io case 
of frsna shall b t barrel from all privilegos of 
tha tracks of this C^mgrass. Tais lule to take 
effect from date of passage.” 

Taess suits are novelties and if prosecuted to 
a decision will oe regarded with great interest 
by ail wbo are in any way cot nected with the 
turf. The official statement of tbe ruling i fi of 
Dugan was mace pablic by the jadges October 
16 in tbe following terma: 

^'We SQspended trainer £. C Blum and jockey 
J. Dugan pending investigation of she running 
of the horse Harry Nutter October 14. To a 
good start Dugan took his mount back to fifth 
position and after passing the stand contijued 
to pull and restra n his uort at every stride all 
throngh tne bacastretch and around tbe torn, 
swinging int ) the stre ch with a storg pnll on 
the horse; he pock-ted him at every oppor* 
tonity, parpose y b yond any question of a 
doubt, and finishing on the rail about five 
lengths bebii.d tbe winuer. 

”This horse is a g o J, honest, consistent per- 
former as his past races iadicate, and has 
shown ability to beat Croesns at rquil Wrigbts 
cn same track in faster time: in fact be holds 
the track record for that distance. The horse 
sbowe 1 speed turonghout the race. luvestiga- 
tioa fails to counecc trainer Blam with the 
jockey’s actions and be is exon rated. 

”Jockey Dugan’s rijijgbas not been ab^ve 
saspicion in tbe past, an t, baviog investigated 
the same to < nr satisfaction, we feel he merits 
the most extreme puni-hment noder the rales, 
and in accordauca with tame we rale bim (<ff 
the turf. In tbe event that we ate able to con- 
nect others dir ctly or indirectly thts ruling is 
to app V to them re peet'vely as may hereafter 
appear.
